As A means of enforcifg their demands upon em- 

ployers, the labor unions are finding that the boycott 

is one that is not safe to resort to in all 

po cases. Whether the procedure be call- 

Boycott. ed “boycott” or by any other name, 

where the effect would be the same, the 

law is stepping in and taking hold of the matter in 
vigorous fashion. 

The law on the boycott is perfectly plain—so plain 
that it cannot be misconstrued; but from evidence 
furnished by a number of instances attempts have 
been made to circumvent the law so as to evade 
actionable consequences. In »'ace of “boycott” the 
term “unfair list” has been substituted, and the meth- 
od of procedure sufficiently modified to shade it down, 
to a semblance at least, of legal recourse. “Unfair 
list” has a better sound, but in its intent and purpose 
there is little or no difference from that of the boy- 
cott. Anyone so listed is marked for avoidance by 
union members. That he is on the “unfair list” brands 
him as an enemy of the union, and as such he must 
come under the ban. 

By a decision a few days ago Judge Chester A. 
Fowler of the Racine (Wis.) Circuit Court dealt 
union labor a telling blow. The suit was for $25,000 
damages, brought by Otto B. Schultz, a_ baker, 
against the trades and labor council et al. There 
had been exacted of the boss bakers a contract by 
means Of which the workmen sought to enforce the 
closed shop. This by the court’s decision was held 
illegal, and, furthermore, the trades council and the 
individual members were enjoined from using the 
“unfair list” and the boycott was declared an action- 
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able conspiracy to accomplish a criminal or unlawful 
purpose. Baker Schultz was allowed to recover dam- 
ages of $2,500 for the loss of profits during the boy- 
cott, and $3,500 to recover damages for the amount 
of injury to his business and property in relation to 
its selling value. 

There had been no complaint of mistreatment of 
the baker’s help in the matter of wages, hours or con- 
ditions of work. The contract was not intended to 
correct. evils or abuses or improve labor conditions 
existing in his shop. Its object was to obligate the 
plaintiff to employ none but union labor as distin- 
guished from non-union labor and compel him to 
maintain a “closed” shop as against an “open shop.” 
The complainant was the only-employing baker in the 
city who refused to sign the contract. As 
a result a concerted attack upon his business was be- 
gun by organized labor with the object of compelling 
him to sign the contract. The signing of the contract, 
it would appear, was really the point at issue, but with 
the arbitrary and dictatorial spirit which too often 
governs in such cases the union ruled that Mr. 
Schultz was a fit subject for discipline and proceed- 
ed against him in accordance with the prescribed 
method of dealing with such cases. 

After the bringing of the suit by the victim of their 
displeasure the labor organization still further modi- 
fied their advertised intention of bringing the plaintiff 
to conform to their ruling by the announcement that 
instead of placing him on the “unfair list” they would 
“refuse to patronize him.” This, as will be seen, was - 
to yield obedience to the law ; but the plaintiff was still 
referred to by the organization as being upon the “un- 
fair list.” It is a rule of conduct of organized labor, 
and it is taught to members as a duty, that they shall 
not patronize or use products of firms or persons on 
the list, so far, at least as goods desired can be pro- 
cured without. This is commonly understood, but 
it is not commonly understood to what extent it may 
be carried. The law is furnishing enlightenment on 
that point, as in the present instance. 

And it is not to the operations of organized labor 
alone that the attention of the law is called. There 
are business associations which also have resorted to 
reprehensible and, as has been judicially decided, 
illegal measures to bring about desired results, as, per 
se, the Retail Druggists, the Continental Tobacco 
Company, the Master Plumbers’ Association and oth- 
ers. The Joint Catalogue House Committee had a 
narrow escape in their attempt to restrain the trade 
of the catalogue houses. It was only the fact of their 
having just started in on their foray and having ac- 
complished so little that saved them from judicial dis- 
cipline. 

With the growing antipathy toward the boycott 
system it becomes more and more apparent that other 
means must be found for the regulation of trade and 
labor differences. The tide of public sentiment is 
strong against it. The law of the land is against it. 
The constitution of the United States is against it. 
It is the anarchism of trade and tends to tear down 
rather than build up the structure of American inde- 
pendence and is a menace to our integrity as a busi- 
ness nation. 
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It is just as necessary that the hardware merchant 
should dress up his window and put on a “front” as it 
is for the haberdasher or the dry goods 
The °ut your best foot forward” in commercial! 
Importance dealer. There is money in the show 
of Display window. Get it out. Let the public see 
what you have in stock if you would at- 
trade. “Put your best foot forward” in commercial 
life just as you do in the social world. Don’t, above 
all things, make an attempt to make a display unless 
you intend to do it right. Don’t bundle a. confused 
mass of articles into your window and “let it go at 
that.” Make it a show window and not a “holy show” 
window. If you think you haven’t the time or you 
lack the knack of arranging the articles in an artistic 
manner hire a window trimmer to do it for you. It 
will be money well invested. What so quickly engages 
the public eye as a tastefully arranged store window? 
It acts as a magnet which draws the elusive coin to 
your till. Rig up your magnet if you would corral the 
coin. 








From present indications a shortage in the stove 
supply is one of the imminent probabilities.

The of, a wild scramble to cover in goods to 
Stove fill pressing orders.. This state of the 

—— market, should the expected occur, will 
be attributable in a large measure to shortsightedness 
or poor calculation on the part of the stove dealer. 
They need to study weather conditions in order to be 
fully prepared for each succeeding season’s business, 
fully six months in advance. When there has been an 
exceedingly warm summer there is very certain to be 
an extremely cold winter in its train, and the demand 
for stoves correspondingly large. This the stove 
dealer who has an eye to windward knows and he prof- 
its by the knowledge. He is a student of weather con- 
ditions as well as trade conditions. When the call 
comes he is on hand with the goods and makes a nice 
thing of it. 

The present condition of the stove market is un- 
doubtedly the result of the open winter of 1905-6. 
The season was mild and the demand for stoves was 
light, consequently there was a large left-over stock. 
This gave the stove dealer a feeling of security 
against this season’s demands. But they were off in 
their calculations. They didn’t reckon on. the con- 
tinued rise in the tide of prosperity that is sweeping 
over the country and a sudden added impetus in stove 
buying has sent them scurrying to their foundries to 
get up more steam and put their plants right up to the 
highest notch of productive power. The left-over 
stock has been gobbled up, and, although it has aided 
materially in relieving the situation, the outlook is not 
reassuring. 

Right now the stove business is enormous, and all 
foundries are running to their fullest capacities and 
still are unequal to the requirements of the market. 
Manufacturers are handicapped by a shortcoming for 
which they can blame nobody but themselves. They 
need more molders, and were a larger percentage of 
apprentices allowed they would have them. 
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A serious disadvantage under which stove man- 
ufacturers labor is their inability to get malleable cast- 
ings enough for their needs. Malleable range makers 
are put to their wits’ ends to cope with this difficulty. 
No stove manufacturer makes malleable castings. 
They all have to buy them. It has been suggested as 
a solution of the difficulty that a number of stove man- 
ufacturers unite to build and maintain a foundry for 
the manufacture of malleable castings on a large scale. 
The suggestion, it would seem, is worthy of adoption. 
Something certainly must be done to relieve the strain 
which falls upon stove manufacturers in a crisis such 
as they are now confronting. 








There is nothing new or original in the statement 
but it is a significant truth that cannot be too often 
presented that quality and confidence are 

Fairness the main essentials in all trade transac- 

tions. Advantage gained through misrep- 
" resentation is of but short duration and 
is*never followed by a feeling of satisfaction or secu- 
rity. If it be nothing greater than the sale of a tin 
cup or a tack hammer the “square deal” will be appre- 
ciated and will ensure a continuance of patronage in 
the face of all the blandishments of unfair competition. 
The name of being “square” is of more lasting value to 
a merchant than the reputation of being “smart” in 
his dealings with customers, In the case of the “square” 
man his goods speak for themselves while in the case 
of the “smart” man it takes talk to do business. A 
combination of the two qualities is not beyond the 
range of possibilities, and it is a splendid combination 
in business, but it is too often the case that your 
“smart” dealer is apt to be over-zealous in his efforts 
to effect a sale to give due heed to the importance of 
“straight” talk in commercial intercourse. 

The safest and sanest plan for a merchant to adopt 
and carry out in his everyday transactions is to avoid 
the necessity of misrepresentation by handling only 
such commodities as will of themselves command the 
confidence of buyers. He should thoroughly acquaint 
himself with the demands of his trade and bring his 
stock right up to the highest expectations of those de- 
mands. It is as much to the advantage of the retailer 
to sell none but the best goods as it is to the patron 
who buys them. This fact once established in mind

' will have a salutary effect on trade relations and tend 


to promote the entente cordiale among competitors for 
public favor.

Spain, by the terms of the new commercial treaty 
with the United States, will reduce the tariff are quite 
a number in the hardware line coming under the mini- 
mum specifications.

Unless the American manufacturer realizes that it 
is to his own interest to make a fair and critical study 
of the Egyptian requirements, as shown in consular 
report from Gairo, his fast dwindling trade will soon 
reach the vanishing point. To illustrate—if from the 
total imports from America we deduct the value of 
coffee ($934,965), the exceptional import of corn 
($403,700), rough timber ($280,420), and petroleum 
($215,575), we have a total of $600,000 representing 
the value of our manufactures sent to Egypt in re- 
turn for her agricultural products valued at $6,300,- 
ooo. Even the total of $600,000 will be reduced this 
year by $200,000, for last year it included orders to 
that amount for manufactures of machinery, iron and 
steel, which the United States will not, under present 
conditions, receive in 1906. 

American manufacturers might well co-operate in 
sending out representatives to report to them direct 
if they are in earnest in wanting Egyptian trade. For 
example, all those interested in the manufactures in- 
cluded in machinery, iron-and steel, metals, hardware, 
haberdashery, toys, lamps, stoves, electrical appara- 
tus, etc., should have no difficulty in coming to some 
mutual arrangement, the cost of the mission being di- 
vided. The same proposition would aply to other cat- 
egories of trade. Some of the principal American 
trade journals might also see the advisability of fol- 
lowing the example given by trade journals of other 
countries, and associate themselves with the project. 

The biggest field for the expansion of American 
trade being in iron and steel, these are mentioned as 
an illustration for such cornmissions, It should consist 
of a skilled mechanical engineer, a foreman founder, 
and a trade expert perfectly informed as to the cost 
of production in the United States. The duties of the 
commission would be to examine machinery under 
cover and in the open all over the country, from the 
moist and salt atmosphere of Alexandria to the heated 
and sand-charged air of Upper Egypt; to examine 
stocks carried of all iron and steel, brass and copper, 
lead and tin, and other wares, whether in the rough 
or finished. The commissioners should interview and 
collect all possible information from the engineers in 
charge of factories and machinery used on the large 
estates, and in particular should examine thoroughly 
American machinery relegated to the scrap heap. 
Other duties would be the collection of statistics and 
technical information and knowledge of the financial 
standing of dealers. 

The impetus recently given to the building trade in 
Egypt has called for large consignments of all de- 
scriptions of metal goods needed for building pur- 
poses proper and interior fittings of superior quality. 
More metal fittings are required here than in similar 
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buildings in America, doors and windows being much 
higher, A-large proportion of these wares do not re- 
quire that “finish” the absence of which in machinery 
is so loudly complained of.

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ELBOWS AND ANGLES. 





BY LOUIS OEHRING. 

The following demonstrations and explanations are 
for developing the patterns for elbows and angles. 
Elbow patterns are about the most common patterns 
that the sheet metal 
worker has to deal 
with. Nearly every 
shop has its full quota 
of elbow patterns 
hanging on the wall. 
I feel safe to say that 
if a sheet metal work- 
er learned to cut a 
pattern it usually was 
the elbow upon which he started. As long as the 
elbow has such a prominence in sheet metal work 
the apprentice and the future pattern cutter will be- 
come interested in the mysteries of the trade through 
the elbow. Although the writer realizes that the 
elbow is written about, more than any other article 
in the trade, and the majority of the mechanics are 
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drawn into and occupy a right angle, they are ordi- 
narily termed as square. 

Angles are such that are other than square; at (b) 
we have one of 67% degrees of inclination, at (c) 
one at 45 degrees, and at (d) one of 22% degrees. 

Elbows and angles are a number of pieces of pipe 
cut at the proper angle and put together in various 
ways so as to form the proper change in direction of 
the pipe to which they are to connect. These are 





made up of various numbers and sizes of pieces to 
suit the requirements. 

The inner part of an elbow is known as the throat 
and the outer part as the heel. These parts are usually 
made so as to give the elbow a symmetrical appear- 
ance, and the different sections are termed pieces. 
An elbow or an angle can be divided into any number 


of pieces. The dividing an 
elevation into the proper 
number of parts is often 
confusing to those who are 
not well acquainted with 
the method required to 
properly divide it. The 
reason for it is that the first 
and the last pieces of an

elbow. From B we draw the line B C and from E 
we draw the line E D, both perpendicular to the line 
a b, B CD E then represents the second piece. This 
can then be continued as 
shown in Fig. 2 until all 
the parts are shown; this 
is not necessary in practice.

is eliminated; there is only a half plan shown—the 
elevation is shown incomplete. This is as it is usually 
done in practice, as the chief requirement is to find 
the miter line X C of Fig. 3. 

In Fig. 4 is shown another method of developing 
a pattern for an elbow or angle. It will be seen that 
the plan is done away with entirely. Certain geometri- 
cal rules are made use of to shorten the work. re- 
quired to develop a pattern. In this method the only 
requirement is to find the rise of the piece of an el-

bow. The rise is the distance E M, Fig. 2, or C E, 
Fig. 4, and to find that part of the elevation must 
be drawn. In Fig. 4 is shown a 45-degree 3-piece 
angle; the same rule for division is used as in Figs. 
2 and 3. From A to E of pattern is marked off the 
circumference of the elbow, which is always 3.1416 
times the diameter. This line is divided into an even 
number of equal spaces and parallel lines are drawn 
perpendicular to A E of pattern. At A of pattern the 
distance A B of elevation is set off, also the same dis- 
tance of E D of pattern. From B to F-and D to G 
of pattern the rise E C of elevation is set off. The 
distance B F and D G of pattern is bisected and with 
y and z as centers and a radius, equal to y B, half 
circles are drawn as shown; these are now divided 
into balf the number of equal spaces that the line A E 
has been divided into; through these points lines are 
drawn as shown. Through the proper points of in- 
tersection the curved line B C D is drawn as in Figs. 
2 and 3, and the pattern is completed. I have found 
this method of great advantage over any other in get- 
ting out large elbows when a chalk line can be used 
to strike the lines F G and B D of pattern and those 
between the space B F and G D. Anyone can con- 
struct a table giving the rise of any sized elbow and 
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of any number of pieces and will not be required to 
draw the elevation excepting where it is necessary to 
make an elbow of certain exact dimensions, and then 
the elevation will be required to get the exact lengths 
of the throat and heel. 

In Fig. 5 is shown how an angle is bisected and 
the rise is found where it is desired to make an angle 
of two pieces. A B C is here the given angle. With 
B as center, set the dividers at any convenient dis- 
tance and strike arcs a and b, then with a as center 
and with a radius greater than the distance B a strike 
arc at D, and with b as center and the same radius 
strike arc crossing the other arc at D, connect B D, 
which will be the miter line. From b as center and 
radius equal to the diameter of the angle strike arc 
c, then draw line E G parallel to A B and tangent to 
arc c, Where line G E intersects miter line B D, 
draw line E F perpendicular to E G, then the dis- 
tance B F will equal the rise of the angle to be made. 

In Fig. 6 is shown how the pattern is arranged upon 
the material, so as to cut it without waste. The four- 
piece pattern of Fig. 2 is here used; a is the repro- 
duction of the pattern, Fig. 2. The distance E D of 
elevation of Fig. 2 is taken and set off at the edges 
of b, Fig. 6, the piece a is then turned over and the 
other curved line of b is marked; the distance B C of 
elevation, Fig. 2, is then taken and set off at the edges 
of c, Fig. 6. The piece is then reversed and the other 
curved line of c is drawn, which completes the pieces 
necessary to make the complete elbow ; the piece d is 
usually the balance of the width of the material used. 

The piece a is the large end of the elbow and is 
called the butt, the piece d is called the point, it being 
the piece that is made small on one end so as to fit 
into the pipe to which it connects. The piece c having 
the seam in the throat is called No. 1 piece, and sec- 
tion b having the seam in the back or heel part is called 
a No. 2 piece. 

Charts are often used from which the miter lines 
for an elbow are found and are usually nothing more 
than a right angle triangle, as shown in Fig. 7, where 
the altitude has a certain proportion to its base to give 
the hypotenuse the proper inclination to represent the 
miter line. In this figure the base is taken as 12 
inches and the altitude as given for the given number 
of piece elbow. Such a chart can be very easily con- 
structed by anyone and placed where it is handy for 
immediate use.

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CRACKING THE NUT. 








To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I recently noticed an article in the ArTisAN by Mr. 
Quaritius about the life of galvanized iron roofing 
and the supposed cause of the comparatively short 
life of the same in the case illustrated and described. 
The article was headed “A Hard Nut to Crack.” I 
think all the defects of this particular job can be 
charged to the lack of progress and the adherence 
to the old methods by many roofers and mental work- 
ers in general. 

In the first place, Mr. Quaritius seems to expect 
too much of a galvanized iton roof, in supposing that 
it would last indefinitely. I think 25 or 30 years is a 
long time, which will undoubtedly end the life of any 
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metal roof, excepting copper or iron of such thick- 
ness as would render it unpractical for the purpose. 

On all other points I agree with Mr. Quaritius, 
only I will go a little further. Where acid in the 
rough state is used, it should be as sparingly as pos- 
sible, and the soldering done with an iron hot and 
heavy enough to dry up all moisture, but it is abso- 
lutely unnecessary to use rough acid on any kind of 
work. It can be cut with zinc until it becomes of 
water color, and then a little water added. This will 
not only reduce the strength of the acid, so destruc- 
tive to the metal, but will also make a stronger joint 
on galvanized iron. Another way, still better, is to 
investigate and try the various kinds of soldering 
flux, which cost practically no more than acid, pick 
the kind you find best, and use it exclusively for new 
galvanized iron work until you find something bet- 
ter, and the result will he that the metal will last as 
long at the soldered joints as it will anywhere. If 
in doubt about this, one can find the proof by look- 
ing over an old tin roof (flat seam) which has been 
soldered with rosin, and he will find the tin to be 
best along the joints. Now, acid will have to be 
used on old metal, but it not only can, but should, be 
set aside and replaced by something less corrosive 
for new work. 

Trusting this will crack some hard nuts for some 
of the boys, I am, yours very truly,

To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Plain sheet galvanized iron, to my mind, should 
never be used as roofing material. Its tendency to 
contraction and expansion is so great that it is, I would 
Say, impossible to solder the seams well enough to 
stand this varying action. A roof that I have in mind 
that was covered with galvanized iron, thought to be 
the only roofing material, was found to be so influ- 
enced by contraction in the winter time that it lifted 
the heavy pipe clean out of the conductor pipe gutter. 
This straightened entirely and burst the seam 
and in a short time that roof had to be taken off and a 
tin roof put on instead. 

As to acid, I know of no other fluid to solder gal- 
vanized iron with, but it is a mistake to use acid in its 
purity for soldering. It should have all the zinc it 
can consume. If this is done it will not injure the 
iron at all. 

As to the wisdom of using galvanized iron for roof- 
ing, my advice is, as Artemus Ward said to the young 
man about to be married, “Don’t.”

As regards the item on “A Hard Nut to Crack,” 
by William Quaritius, in your issue of Sept. I, we 
would say that he has certainly outlined the trouble 
properly. Galvanized iron roofing lasts as long as 
any wooden building upon which it is put with the 
proper care, where it is exposed only to the elements ; 
it will not withstand acids and special care should be 
taken in soldering to see that no acid is left on the 
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sheet, as there is nothing that will ruin galvanized 
iron quicker than acid. The less acid used the better 
and none at all would be the most desirable.

GALVANIZED IRON VERSUS ELECTROPLATE. 
To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

As regards galvanized iron versus electroplate, 
mentioned in your issue of Sept. 1, I would say: As 
to the relative lasting qualities of galvanized iron and 
steel, as compared with same material having a coat- 
ing of copper, such as is contained in electroplating, 
it is a well-known fact that galvanizing will long out- 
last such electroplating. The reason for this being 
that the coating of copper is so very thin that it wears 
off in a very short time, exposing the black steel to 
the elements and naturally destroying the efficiency 
of the plating. Copper plating may be used if de- 
sired, but, if for metal frame windows, there is a 
special stock manufactured. The black or galvanized 
steel coated with copper costs more than the plain 
galvanized sheet, and unless the material is galvan- 
ized before it is electroplated, the life of the article 
would be very short indeed. While the copper lasted 
it would protect the steel, but this would only be a 
comparatively short time. In certain sections of the 
country, where sand storms are frequent, or where 
there is especially hard wear upon the galvanized iron, 
as on refrigerator cars, a double coated galvanized 
sheet, that is to say, a sheet containing a little less 
than twice as much metal as the ordinary galvanized 
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sheet is used. It has been demonstrated that the 
twenty-eight gage, double coated, galvanized sheets 
will outlast twenty gage single coated, and the cost is 
actually less per square. For lasting qualities there 
is no coating equal to the galvanizing that compares 
with it im price.

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Trade Report. 


THE HARDWARE SITUATION. 

Buying in fall hardware lines continues with un- 
abated briskness and there is every indication of a 
continuance of the present activity right through to 
the end of the year, Manufacturers and jobbers re- 
port no falling off in new orders and the prospects 
are for an acceleration of trade under the stimulating 
influence of large crops, especially in the agricultural 
states. 

The stove market is active and an improvement 
has been noted in the demand for good ranges at firm 
prices. Brisk fall trade is looked for. Increased cost 
of raw materials and consequent firmness in prices 
quoted by manufacturers has toned up the retail trade 
to a healthy condition. High prices for new material 
have caused some independent sheet mills to favor an 
advance of at least $2 a ton. Blue annealed sheets 
for immediate delivery have in some instances been 
sold at a premium, but for forward shipment prevail- 
ing quotations obtain. New tonnage is not quite so 
heavy as it was several weeks ago, which has enabled 
a few mills to make a slight gain on tonnage carried 
on their books. 

There isa heavy increase in the demand for wire 
nails over that of the same period last year, while 
stocks in the hands of mills and jobbers are lighter 
than usual. Scarcity of steel is responsible for a to 
some extent restricted output, while the fall trade in 
nails promises to be heavy. The tone of the market is 
decidedly firm. Concessions in price which have of 
late been made very sparingly have been practically 
withdrawn except on contracts pending. The an- 
nouncement has been made that, although an unprece- 
dented step at this time of the year, advantage will be 
taken of present trade conditions and prices advanced 
on wire and nails 10 cents per 100 pounds within. the 
next 30 days, which means an advance of $2 per ton. 
The real reason for the advance is said to be to in- 
duce manufacturers and retailers to hold back their 
orders until later in the fall. 

Shelf hardware is in especially active demand, and 
retail merchants throughout the country are urging 
jobbers to hasten shipments. 

Buying in wire products continues active and in 
unprecedentedly large quantities. The volume of busi- 
ness in these lines during the last month reached rec- 
ord-breaking proportions. Manufacturers report that 
they are hard pressed to make deliveries on new con- 
tracts within the time specified in such orders. The 
scarcity of labor and the increasing cost of steel are 
also making it difficult for the wire makers to meet 
all requirements. Screws, the supplies of which are 
very small, are still selling briskly, and manufacturers 
are from three to four months behindhand in making 
their deliveries. 


THE JOPLIN ZINC MARKET. 
High prices and a strong demand ruled in the Joplin, 
Mo., mining district last week, and shipments of zinc 


were the heaviest of any week in the year, with bright 
prospects for a large yield during the coming week. 
Several new mills with large capacities were started 
during the last days of August, and under fair weath- 
er conditions will be crowded to their utmost. Forty- 
eight dollars is reported to have been the high price 
received for zinc ore during the past week, and the 
assay basis ranged from $42 to $44 a ton for ore 
assaying 60 per cent zinc. One bin of lead ore in the 
Webb City district sold for $82.50, while $81.50 was 
the highest price paid in the Joplin district. Prices 
for medium grade ores ranged from $79 down. The 
zinc shipment for the past week was much heavier 
than for the preceding week, while the lead shipments 
were lighter. The shipments of zinc for the year are 
17,500 tons larger and the lead shipments are 5,000 
tons larger than the same period of last year. The 
total shipments for the week were: Zinc, 10,837,460 
pounds, value $238,318; lead, 1,421,230 pounds, value 
$56,583. 


PIG TIN FIRM. 

Under continued buying in the London market a 
material advance has been recorded in the price of pig 
tin. New York importers and dealers held their 
prices on spot offerings at substantially unchanged 
figure, as they believed it more advisable to dispose of 
most of their accumulations at present prices than to 
experience great difficulty in marketing a small ton- 
nage at slightly higher figures. The arrival at that 
port of 50 tons from Liverpool on the steamship Um- 
bria and 125 tons from London on the steamship 
Mesaba also tended to relieve the spot situation and 
thereby made it impracticable for New York dealers to 
raise their prices, but the improved buying movement 
kept the undertone of the market very firm up to the 
close. Domestic consumers bought more freely of 
spot offerings on the basis of 40.40c during the morn- 
ing and at 40.50c during the late afternoon trading, 
but there was little interest in the October delivery 
which was held at similar figures. The New York 
Metal Exchange quotation committee fixed its settling 
prices at 40.42%c for September and 40.37%c for 
October. 


PIG IRON ACTIVE. 
Unprecedented activity characterized the trading 
in all grades of pig iron during. the last week, and 
total purchases in foundry and gray forge grades in- 


volved fully 150,000 ‘tons, while those in _ basic 
aggregated 30,000 tons, and those in standar( 
Bessemer 20,000 tons. The fear that the output of the 
northern and southern furnaces would not be sufficient 
to meet all their requirements induced most of th: 
leading consumers to enter the market last week an 
cover their needs, not only during the remainder oi 
this year, but also throughout the first half of nex' 
year. Prices were quickly raised by the producing 
interests from 50c to $1 per ton, and still the highe: 
figures did not tend to check the buying movemen' 
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until late in the week; most melters had secured the 
bulk of their prospective requirements and withdrew 
from the field temporarily. New inquiries for all 
grades, however, were issued by other consumers so 
that the furnaces were kept busy submitting bids on 
the new business. 


OLD METAL. 


There has been less activity in scrap metal dealings 
in New York during the last week than for several 
weeks preceding. There were more sellers than buyers 
and prices suffered accordingly. Immense offerings 
of foreign composition were made at shaded prices, 
large lots of not less than 15 tons being offered big 
dealers at prices almost as low as junkmen were get- 
ting for small lots. 

Heavy crucibled copper is moving but slowly, and 
although an ‘advance is reported in ingots, better prices 
are not obtainable. Uncrucibled heavy copper and 
tangled wire stock are in better demand than the 
crucibled. 

Brass turnings are in good demand and bringing 
very fair prices. They seem to head the list for good 
realization of price. Scrap lead continues in excellent 
demand, although there is a shading in price. Scrap 
zinc is in good demand for smelted spelter with an 
improvement in price. 


STEEL SHORTAGE. 


The mills have suffered a_great deal from the short- 
age in steel, which is caused partly by the fact that in 
the hot weather production has not been up to normal, 
but chiefly because every branch of the finished steel 
trade has been calling for crude steel and total finish- 
ing capacity always being in excess of crude steel 
capacity, there is no line which falls back and allows 
other branches to use its steel. 

There has been a little selling of sheet bars for next 
year, but buyers are less anxious to buy and sellers 
less anxious to sell, until the situation becomes clear- 
er. It is practically impossible to buy billets or sheet 
bars in any quantity for early delivery and be sure of 
getting the delivery. Specifications in all finished 
lies continue very heavy, but production is increas- 
ing, with better weather, and the congestion of speci- 
fications is likely to decrease as the end of the year ap- 
proaches, 


COPPER PRICES ADVANCED. 


Manufacturers of copper wire and other electrical 
apparatus continued to cover their requirements 
throughout the remainder of this year in the local 
market this week, and the purchases made by these 
home interests were augmented materially by the re- 
newed buying of the European consumers, who also 
took liberal tonnages of electrelytic metal for ship- 
ments in September and October. As a result of this 
heavy buying movement the leading home producers 
decided to raise their prices 4c per pound to the basis 
of 181%4@18%4c per pound for the electrolytic grade, 
1834@19¢ for the lake grade and 18%4@18'%c for the 
casting grade. The New York Metal Exchange quo- 
tation committee followed suit by raising its official 
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quotations to similar figures and the buying movement 
continued very brisk despite the higher prices. 


ORE SHIPMENTS. 

Ore shipments from Lake Superior district for Au- 
gust were 5,665,815 tons, making the movement for 
the season up to Sept. 1, 22,721,095 tons, which is an 
increase of 1,673,045 tons over the same period last 
year. Shipments for August show a gain over the 
same month in 1905, but are behind July movement, 
when the fleet carried 5,762,772 tons, and that record 
will stand for the season. 


GALVANIZED SHEETS. 

Work of refrigerator manufacturers has been 
seriously hampered by an acute shortage of galvan- 
ized sheets. This will undoubtedly result in an ad- 
vance in prices of wooden refrigerators, wood of de- 
sirable grades being also high in price and scarce. 


Rogers, Brown & Co. will say in their weekly report: 
The feature of the market is the continued steady inquiry, 
especially for delivery throughout the first half of next year, 
covering all grades. The demand for spot iron, while not so 
great as a week ago, is nevertheless of sufficient volume to 
absorb any iron that may be offered and trouble is being 
experienced in securing the higher grades or iron of certain 
specifications. High silicon irons are in good demand. Steel 
making grades are scarce and all furnaces are sold up solid 
for this year and well into next on basic and Bessemer. 

The continued shortage of labor, from which there is no 
relief in sight, makes it very difficult for furnaces to operate 
advantageously and keeps the coke production down. Some 
difficulty is also experienced in securing cars for the move- 
ment of iron and coke. 

There is good demand for all grades of coke and prices 
are advancing. 


Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly re- 
port: The present active pig iron market has lasted so long 
that it now seems to be quite the natural and usual state of 
affairs. For more than nine solid weeks now there has been 
steady buying, a constant inquiry, and a shortage of good 
grades for immediate shipment. And these are the three 
features of the past week. The buying has been steady, most 
of it being for shipment over the first part of 1907; inquiry 
has not let up at all, and it is in large part for iron and 
deliveries that are impossible to secure; and as for iron for 
prompt delivery, while there are a few odd lots here and 
there, yet tlHey are only a drop in the bucket compared to 
what is wanted. 

It looks as if we might this fall have more than the usual 
difficulties from freight blockades. Already in the South 
there is such a shortage of cars that the coke districts are 
seriously embarracsed. Not only this, but several furnaces 
depending on merchant coke are in dire distress and one of 
them to our knowledge has been forced to bank, and there is 
no relief in sight: Pig iron and coke shipments are making, 
as a rule, very poor time, and the delays in transit coming at 
this time when raw materials are in such short supply are 
exasperating beyond words. But apparently there is no 
use finding fault, as these troubles come, it seems, not from 
any mismanagement but simply from too much prosperity. 
That is, the railroads are being given more to do than they 
can do with their present equipment. The Cincinnati South- 
ern and the L. & N. are particularly in evidence. They have 
for the most part only a single track between here and Chat- 
tanooga, Knoxville, Nashville, Birmingham and the Wise 
County coke fields.
